No selectio n is ex p ected to be 
made until Senato r Curtis re­ 
signs o r term inates his o ffice o n 
March 4.

Lo ndo n, Dec. 1—(YP>—A slight 
rise in King Geo rge’s feverisn 
co nditio n was anno unced in the 
medical bulletin issued at Buck­ 
ingham p alace this mo rning. 
The natio n had been ho p ing 
th at his majesty wo uld make a 
steady , 
altho ugh 
necessarily 
slo w, p ro gress to ward 
reco very . 
The kno wledge th at his 
fever 
was higher, if o nly slightly , gave 
a tinge o f uneasiness 
to p ublic 
feeling. 
The king was stated 
to have 
p assed 
a 
fairly 
co mfo rtable 
night, ho wever, and his do cto rs 
anno unced th at there was no 
change in his general co nditio n, 
in which 
so me imp ro vement 
was anno unced y esterday . 
o 
Lo rd Dawso n o f Penn and Sir 
Stanley Hewett, the king's p hy ­ 
sicians, were at the p alace near­ 
ly two ho urs this mo rning, their 
bulletin read as fo llo ws: 
“In sp ite o f his majesty hav­ 
ing p assed a fair night, 
there 
has been a slight rise 
in tem ­ 
p erature since 
y esterday . The 
general co nditio n remains 
un­ 
changed.” 
Because o f y esterday ’s mo re 
favo rable rep o rts o n his majes­ 
ty ’s co nditio n, there was a fai­ 
ling o ff in the number o f visi­ 
to rs thro ugh the 
p alace 
gates 
during the night and 
a co m­ 
p aratively small gathering was 
p resent when the do cto r’s bulle­ 
tin was hung o n the railings 
this mo rning. 
The early cro wd 
was succeeded, ho wever, 
by 
a 
steady stream o f p eo p le anx io us 
fo r the latest news. 
It was indicated after this 
mo rning’s bulletin that its less 
satisfacto ry to ne was 
no t en­ 
tirely unex p ected by the king’s 
do cto rs. At the p alace 
it was 
autho ritatively stated th at the 
king’s co nditio n 
bo re o ut 
the 
statem ent in y esterday ’s bulle­ 
tin that the p o sibility o f ex acer­ 
batio n was no t y et o ver and so 
lo ng as this ex ists the nhy sicians 
are p rep ared fo r 
a little 
ebb 
and flo w in the illness. 
Palace o fficials indicated that 
they did no t regard this mo rn­ 
ing’s bulletin as alarming since 
the king’s general co nditio n re­ 
mained unchanged. 
, The Prince o f Wales who is ir.

Washingto n, Dec. 1—(Æ5}—Des­ 
pite the clamo r o f demands fo r 
farm relief legislatio n, Secretary 
Jardine in his annual repo rt to 
President Co o lidge declares that 
• it is bey o nd questio n that 192 8

achiev ement.” 
Insisting that the gro ss 
in­ 
co me fro m agriculture this y ear 
will be well abo v e the 19 27-28 to ­ 
tal o f $12,253,000,000, the Secre­

cultural griev ances are

trade more rap idly th an any oth er qu arter of th e 
world du ring th e p ast two y ears and h as now 
made u p all bu t ten p er cent of th e v olu me of ex ­ 
p ort trade it carried in 1913, th e y ear before th e 
coming of th e World War. 
Th e statem ent con­ 
tinu es : 
“Two y ears ago th e cou ncil called attention 
on Armistice Day to th e fact th at in 1925 for th e 
first time since th e war international trade as 
measu red in ex p orts h ad su rp assed its v olu me for 
1913. 
Th e combined 
nations oth er^th an th e 
United States th en h ad made a small gain wh ich 
comp lete figu res sh ow to h av e been abo,;t fou r 
p er cent, and th e United States h ad made a re­ 
markable adv ance of more th an 31 p er cent. 
“Th ese figu res for 82 nations now disclose an 
ev en more satisfactory p ictu re for 1927 . 
Th ey 
sh ow a real growth of 11 p er cent in ex p orts ov er 
1913 for th e rest of th e world and a maintenance 
of th e growth of th e United States to a 38 p er 
cent corresp onding su rp lu s. 
“As was inev itable, th e recov ery of th e Eu r­ 
op ean nations, now in fu ll swing, h as stimu lated 
th eir ex p orts at a more rap id rate th an ou r own 
du ring th e last two y ears. 
Th e 27 nations of 
Eu rop e gained 10 p er cent in ex p orts du ring th e 
last two y ears. 
Th e 27 nations of Eu rop e gained

son of Joh n and Abigail (Smith ) 
Adams, wh o gets h is 
middle 
name from Joh n Qu incy , 
h is 
great grandfath er on h is m oth ­ 
er’s side and a descendant of an 
old English family , wh o emigrat­ 
ed to th is cou ntry abou t th e time 
th at th e Adams family did. He 
was in h is day a man of p romi­ 
nence in Colonial affairs, resid­ 
ing in Massach u setts 
and 
for 
wh om th e town of 
Braintree, 
Mas.s, was later named and is 
now known as Qu incy . 
Th ere ou r su bject was 
born 
Ju ly 11, 17 67 . 
He

h is 
ch ildh ood th ere

battle of Bu nker Hill raged, h e

fired by th e British soldiers. 
Feb. 13, 17 7 8. h e sailed 
with 
h is fath er on th e frigate 
Bos­ 
ton for Paris. Th e elder Adams 
was recalled and retu rned h ome 
only to be sent back to France 
in a few month s and again th e 
son went with h im. It was a p er­ 
ilou s v oy age in a leaky sail sh ip 
as at th at time we h ad no steam 
v essels, and finally landed 
in 
Sp ain, from wh ence th ey made 
th eir way to France.

refu sed to sell h er su bjects

Great Britain to figh t 
against

Adams 
h av ing gone to Paris, h is wife 
became so lonely sh e resolv ed to 
follow h im and p rov ided 
with 
p assp orts sh e began th e p erilou s 
jou rney th rou gh snowdrifts and 
th e dangers incident to trav el in 
a cou ntry torn by war. Sh e at 
length arriv ed at Paris

dead th an aliv e with h er y ou ng 
son and joined h er h u sband. 
From Paris th ey went to Lon­ 
don wh ere th ey were rejoined by 
th eir two rh ildren th ey h ad left 
in America, in 1809, six y ears be­ 
fore.

Pau l u nder arrest and yet enjoy­ 
ing u nu su al privileges as a pris­ 
oner. Felix was terrified as the 
Apostle spoke of 
righteou sness, 
tem perance and the ju dgm ent to 
come.

prisoner however, hoping

years m u st pass before people be­ 
gin calling their dogs Nero and 
their sons Pau l.

As Pau l spoke before 
Felix, 
fear made a 
breach

which love m ight have entered. 
Bu t Felix hedged. He hated

He deferred the 
verdict and said: "Go thy way 
for this tim e: an when I have a 
more convenient season, I will 
call for thee.” He temporized. He

Discussing agricul- 
tural legislation, he draws at- 
tention to laws already enacted, 
such as the* cooperative markets- 
ing act of July 2, 1926, the agri- 
cultural credits act of 1923, anii 
statutes in 28 states authorizing 
formation of co-operative asso-" 
ciations. Much has already beeri 
done by this and similar legisla- 
tion, he argued, toward improv- 
ing the situation of the American 
farmer. 


In the fields of farm credit* 


and crop insurance the Secre-_ 
tary found the greatest need for

EUROPE'S RECOVERY. 


Some interesting figures are found in a re- 


cent report of the National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil on the growth of the world's trade. The re- 
port sets out that Europe has increased its world 
tr-de more rapidly than any other quarter of the 
world during the past two years and has now 
'made up all but ten per cent of the volume of ex- 
port trade it carried in 1913, the year before the 
coming of the World War. The statement con- 


- tinues: 


"Two years ago the council called attention 


on Armistice Day to the fact that in 1925 for the 
first time since the war international trade as 
measured in exports had surpassed its volume for 
1913 
The combined nations other>than the 


United States then had mace a small gain which 
complete figures show to have been abo-.;t four 
per cent, and the United States had made a re- 
markable advance of more than 31 per cent. 


"These figures for 82 nations now disclose an 


even more satisfactory picture for 1927. 
They 


show a real growth of 11 per cent in exports over 
1913 for the rest of the world and a maintenance 
of the growth of the United States to a 38-per 
cent corresponding surplus. 


"As was inevitable, the recovery of the Eur- 


opean nations, now in full swing, has stimulated 
their exports at a more rapid rate than our own 
during the last two years. 
The 27 nations of 


Europe gained 10 per cent in- exports during the 
last two years. The 27 nations of Europe gained 
10 per cent in exports during this interval and 
ha.ve practically attained again the momentum 
of their pre-war growth. 
The United States 


gained about five per cent between 1S25 and 1927. 
The significant fact is, however, that "the world 
as a whole, with a real export growth of 6 per 
cent during the two years, definitely has em- 
barked on a new growth in international trade at 
about half the rate of progress it has made be- 
fore the war." 


FOU A BETTER UNDERSTANDING. 


One of the first essentials to international 


trouble is misunderstanding. 


For years prior to the outbreak ui th3 V/orld 


War the jingoes of England and Germany lab- 
ored to Rive their respective countrymen false 
pictures of each other. Germans were told that 
Englishmen 
were dollar-chasing, beef-eating 


merchants, perfidious and muddle-headed; Eng- 
lishmen were told that Germans were boorish, 
semi-civilized militarists, obstinate and overbear- 
ing. These false pictures stuck; and when 1914 
came the misunderstanding they caused made 
millions of people receptive to the idea of war. 


We have had, iii.the United States, a pretty 


poor understanding of our neighbors in Latin 


m-r 
We have thought of them as excitable 


haif-breeds, uneducated and only partly civilized, 
EO ng barefooted most of the time and holding 
half-baked 
revolutions on every conceivable 


occasion. 


This picture is all wrong, of course. But it 


has had its effect. 
There is a widespread mis- 


understanding of Latin America in this country 
.and whenever there is a difference of opinion 
between our government and any Latin-Ameri- 
can government, this misunderstanding has very 
bad effects. 


That is why President-elect Hoover's trip to 


South America is important. It will help to win 
the South Americans' good will, to be sure, and it 
undoubtedly will be a good thing for our export 
trade'to those countries; but best of all is the 
fact that we at home, reading about Hoover's 
trip will get a new and better understanding of 
the people of Central and South America. 


We may learn, for instance, that such coun- 


tries as Brazil, Argentina and Chile are not 
comic-opera nations ruled by military bandits. 
We may learn that they have a culture of their 
own which is fully equal to ours. We may learn 
that they have newspapers, universities, opera 
houses, hospitals, and hotels as good as any in 
our own country. We may learn that they have 
a patriotism and sense of honcr as fine as our 
own. 


B will be Rood for us &o learn these things. 


To understand a foreign nation is to get along 
with it in friendship. If Mr. Hoover's trip brings 
us a measure of understanding for Latin America, 
we will owe him a great deal.

being scourged in prisjm on order 
of Lysias, the 
captain of 
the 


guard. In order to make amends 
for the great blunder, he re- 
quested the chief priests to come 
before him and 
state 
the 


grounds of 
their 
complaint 


against Paul. The outcome was a 
controversy tietween^fee Phari- 
sees and the Sadducees in the 
Sanhedrin. Learning that Paul's 
life had been conspired against, 
Lysias sent him away to Felix in 
Caesarea. In his apoearance be- 
fore Felix Paul spoke so con- 
vincingly that 
the 
governor 


sent the Jews away and 
kept 


Paul under arrest and yet enjoy- 
ing unusual privileges as a pris- 
oner. Felix was terrified as the 
Apostle spoke of 
righteousness, 


temperance and the judgment to 
come. He did not release 
the 


prisoner however, hoping that 
he or some of his friends would 
pay for his freedom. Felix 
in 


the course of time, was succeed- 
ed in office by Festus. In 
his 


court Paul was compelled to ap- 
peal to 
Caesar 
and Festus 


brought the 
prisoner 
before 


Agrippa. who, after listening to 
the Apostle's recital of his ex- 
perience, admitted that he had 
almost persuaded him to be a 
Christian. In this lesson we 
have a vivid portrayal of irreso- 
lution, indecision and the spirit 
of compromise and the picture i<= 
more impressive as we place be- 
side it one of the world's most 
heroic figures—the great Apostle, 
whose life was one of 
whole- 


hearted committal to a cause. 


Paul in Chains 


The bravery of Paul in 
the 


midst of perils of every kind has 
never been excelled by any am-: 
bassador of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. No preacher 
has ever 


set forth a more convincing log- 
ic than did he. No pastor has ev- 
er been more solicitous for the 
welfare of his flock than Paul. 
Yet nowhere does his -personal- 
ity strike us with greater force 
than in the situation in which 
we find him in this lesson—wear- 
ing chains for Jesus Christ. He 
was deprived of his 
privileges 


and his rights were 
inveighed 


apainst, but he wore the chains 
without a complaint, for* walls 
did not a prison make, nor iron 
bars a cage. 
We resent 
the 


chains that experience some-, 
times brings to us 
forgetting 


that they reoresent the measure 
of our lovalty and the price we 
have paid for our faith. 


"Give Us Barabbas" 


In today's lesson two 
men 


particularly stand in 
contrast 


upon the stage of observation. 
One is Felix. He was known as a 
cruel, licentious, man, steeped in 
blood, rich by the practice of op- 
pression and profligate in con- 
duct. Through the tinsel glory 
of his official 
greatness 
the 


meanness of his heart disclosed 
itself. He was elevated to his of- 
fice bv methods as cnrnrot as 
any that ever onerated in no- 
tional affairs. By him 
stands 


another man. uquestioably one 
of the greatest fieures among 
the great men of the world. It is 
the Apostle Paul. For the victor- 
ies in the realm of mind and 
spirit he is without a peer. For . 
energy of action, for

source, for sturdiness of charac- 
ter, for powers of eloquence, for
